He was Pres. of 
Hillsdale College in Mich. from 1869-71 
and the Sth Pres. of Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege from 1871-1880, The papers and coins 
have been in his family for four genera- 
tions, Presumably this lot was acquired 
while he was in Michigan. While it can’t 
be conclusively documented, this piece may 
well have the oldest known pedigree of 
any Prince Edward Island Holey Dollar. The 
oldest documented one was stolen some- 
time after the turn of the Century. Current- 
ly the oldest known pedigree piece dates to 
the WWI period.
